It will be within llie knowledno of all our 
readers that a ^rapt^ras.made in ip,49 by the 
Crowo of tho 'wbbli rsland Wth'e Hudson's 
Bay Compi^Dy, the ^Orown being entitled at 
the oipirafio'n of the Company's license of 
exclusive trade, to re-purchnee lt:a Island on 
repayment to tho Company of the sums of 
money expended by ihcm upon the Colony, 
and of the ralue of their establishment ' and 
property thereon. The license, expiring in 
1869 Her Majesty's Governmenl gave notice 
of their inlcution to re-purohase the Island ; 
upon the negotiations that ensued it became 
apparent that tne Company, in addition to 
the land legally acquired by Ihem in their 
private capacity; Claimed certain lands 
which it was alleged had belonged to them 
before 4lic grant made lo them by the Crown, 
and irrespeclivo ol il. This cluim was at 
ODOO repudiated by Government, on tho 
broad principle that Her Majesty's - Govero- 
ment could, rpcogqiso no .clajm to .laud in tho 
foreig^^'bssdsii'oDi oiflho trt'oWn,' except such 
as is' derived either immediately or medi- 
ately from the Crown — and it appears that 
iho grant cunliiiind no reservation with 
regard to lands subsequently claimed by the 
Com^ay/^Oj^rvj^lieeD-;^lfeij|^j':'^^ 
title.

I'Was at 
the time said to belong to tho fur trade branch 
ol tbe'Cfiiffpariy,-^ antl^l Whs propbscd by Mr. 
Douglas that the expiMiso of these buildings 
should not bo charged lo tho colouy, but thai 
an annual rent should be p'\id for ihe premises 
to the company. This suggesliun was not, 
however, acted upon, and the government re- 
tained possession of tha buildings, and the 
price of tlicm w'as inclu.led in the account of 
expenditure rendcied lo governmenl by Ihe 
Company, on the ropurchas;: by tho Crown 
of tho Island, aud il must be borne in mind 
that tha.

SUMMARY OF ENGLISH NEWS. 

A case of great political ami commercial 
interest, relating lo the clmrtorint; nf ships to 
run the hluckado of the Confederulo Slates of 
America, was tried a' the Summer Assizes at 
Croydon, on tho 17th A\igust last, before Mr. 
Baron Braniwell und a special jury, between 
Mr. Kahnweiler, of L jndon, merchunt, and 
Dobson, of Hull, shipowner, arising out of 
the nlleged breach of ngrocinents entered 
into between them as to ihc freighting of 
the ships Lalo^a and I'eterholl', for Ihu pur- 
pose, if possible, of breaking the blocUadc .jf 
the 'jidris'' of'tbo Confederate States. The 
terms of 'agreement as lo the first ship reserv- 
ed room for fKflhnweiler to ship 75 tons ol 
gootfs, with the option of shipping 25 tons 
roore.fa()t p9Ct .il>>'''ho Confederate Slates ni 
a freight of £15 per ton— half in cash, and 
the balance oti ronohing'a J>1i)rt'la llie South- 
ern Slates. 'I'he plaliitin'shipjied TS'tbns on 
board the Latona, including - 75 tons oi salt- 
pelre, which is contraband of war the re- 
mainder ol tlic ciir;;o connislcd, in pari, ol 
sulphur, uhirh is r(|Uiilly cuiilrabanil. Trie 
ship sailed ill l-l)-, ami, iijiun arriving at 
Bermuda, tlie anpureargo liriding that the 
Bhi|) ran gri ul ilaiii;er ul lieiiig captured by 
Federal crui.scrs, IraMsliippi-ii llie saltpetre lor 
iN'ew Ymk, wlii re it \\a,s.suld. 'I'li-r f.iloiia 
went on and tried to run tlie liloekailo, but 
was cii|itL:ied witli the otlier cuiitr.ibaiid 
cargo, tin; .-ulpliiir, uii buanl ; llie rest ol 
the plaiiitilV's poition of the c,u\l,'i) I)i;;ii,l; law- 
ful and nol coiilraliaiid, il was aliu;,'iiil on bis 
part thai il v.as nol necessary, so far as ho 
was eonciTni'd, to run the bluclcade al'ler the 
saltpetre had been taken out, consequently 
tho risk must have been run by the deleiidant 
on hia own account, and therefore he was re- 
sponsibld for ibo loss. The judge charged 
the jury '.thdtiit was obvious that tho whole 
object of the venture was to run Ihe blockade 
with or without , tho ^Itpetre, and that the 
plainlilf had macJe n'o'objeclion to the at- 
tempt being made,, Another question aroso 
as to the light of: IbdiQIfgntieol.tO Btind tbe 
saltpetre lo New York. The jury decided 
against the plainlifl as to his claim for tho 
value of that portion ol his cargo which wa.s 
seized, on the ground that having shipped 
with tlie view of running the bloohade, iho 
risk was his, and gave a verdict for only 
$5,(;00, which they estimated at I'DTO sterl- 
in", being ihe aniiiunl realized hy the salo of 
tho saltpetre in New York. 'I he other eapc 
respecting the cargo shipped in the J'etcrholl 
was referred to arbitration. Tho I'eterholl 
is the vessel whose capture on a subsequent 
trip gave rise to Sb much discussion in Par* 
liamoot. 

'I'ho aocounta of tlin progress of the wor in 
New Zealand are satisfactory ; tho war has 
been, commenced on tho part of the British 
Government with vigor and success.

Henry Anderson was brought up ycstar 
day in the Folica Court upon tho folloivins 
chsigos of. obtaidin;; money under false pre- 
tences. 

Mr.' Wight appeared for the accused. 
Jo^epb.Mason staled that upon tho fuith of 
lepreien'ations by the accused tliiii he was a 
partner in the firm of Hard, Onrry & Co., of 
Oariboo, ho lent him first S3 50, and subsc- 
^ucntly'.SS'. /'lo' answer to Mr. Wight and to 
the Coor^, witriesli uate'd that prisoner was 
quite sober at the limo he askod for the 
inone«» tHeirepresented that.be had funds 
in theHtinkV British Columbia, bat it' was 
too late to draw, and at prisoner's dictation 
witness wrote out a check for $10 nn the 
bank, which witness signed.

Witness on the faith of the 
statements trusted prisoner to the amount of 
$50, and took his promissory note payal.le on 
demand, which, at the request cf Mr, Wighi, 
witness produced. .Mr. Pomberton remanded 
tho prisoner upon each charge until Monday 
next, to allow time for completing tho evi- 
denoa.

DIBATE ox IHI UNIO.V — CO.STtNtrKD. 

Tho IIouso resumed its sitting in Com- 
mittee ol tho Whole on the Union. Dr. Tol- 
mie in the chair. 

Ur. Powell said l e had listened to tho re- 
marks of hon. gentlemen with great in- 
terest, in order that ho might do his duty to 
his constituents on this important (|uestion. 
He would aay in the outset that he went h:md 
ill hand with those who wished to lurm a 
sirong union party. In tho debate which hod 
occupied the House so long, the freo purl 
(|Ue.nion had occupied tho most prominent 
position ; only one nicnibor, the lion, gcnlle- 
raan from Saanich, had spoken adversely to 
tho system, and thut geutlonian had asked 
what thu freo port had done lor the country. 
That gentleman ignores tho fact that exter- 
nal comniorcB was the ono thing that had 
raised this colony to the position slio now oc- 
oupios ; he forgot that without a free port 
ooDimorce might have passed by this phice, 
direct to tho point of demand, leaving us only 
our small local consumption. He instanced 
the freo ports of Europe ns having attained 
their great prosperity by their free trade. 
He hoped that British Columbia, when 
she camo to give this imporlant sub- 
ject a candid and careful considera- 
tion, when she gave her calm delibera- 
tion, say in a oonvention ot leading 
men of both colonies as was proposed by the 
hon, member for Victoria, would cordi- 
ally agree lo a union. Ke hoped, however, 
that no member of Vancouver Island , would 
vote tor that union at the sacrlloe' o(,free 
trade., He did not think that a free port 
will tilwaya' be ueoesaary ; dotibtless our 
nianufaolures would ultimately reach such an 
extent as would require protoolion. He be- 
lieved that a union, would have both its ad- 
vantages and its disadvantages. ' SufBciont 
had boon said to show that the advantages 
were undoub ej. Ho vould now however 
glance at tin; disa.lvantages or rather difliciil 
tics which wore by no mean.f light or trifling. 
Alludicg to our small territory compared 
with Brithsli Columbia, ho spol;o of ihe 
overwhelming ninjority which the hitter 
would ultimately have iu represonlatiou iu a 
united parliament, lie quoted tho dilPicul- 
lioH in Canada caused by this rpiestioii, and 
argued on tlio great probability of a similar 
dilliculty arising among us. Ilo folt con- 
viucoJ that a free port in New ^S'e.slminster 
would not have an injurious ofToct on Van- 
couver Islaiul ; if llioy wanted a free port let 
them have it ; our ambition was uot to build 
up \'ictori.i but the wliola country, and Vic- 
toriajwith it. he tliought.lhat posterity.ultliDugh 
it never did anything tor us, would thank 
for this great boon of union. He moved in 
amendment to the motion before the House 
that : 

The Executive Couooil be reqaested to 
hold a joint session with this House to take 
into consideration the despatch of the Duke 
ol Newcastle. , . , , 

Thie step is necessary, before memorial 
could be presented to the Imperial Go'vorri- 
ment. 

.Mr. Bayley thought the question of union 
is somewhat premature ; ha thought il would 
not have come before the House at nil just 
now had it not been for a Irieak of tho Duke 
of Newcastle, who submitted it to our con- 
sideration. He was not convinced that a 
union with British Columbia would bo to 
our advantage. He had tried to seo lhat wo 
would reach a direct cominer.rial advantage, 
but the only advantage thai had been laid 
before the'^ ilou.sc was a paltry saving ol 
X4,000. Ho thouuh'. that as wo had gained 
representatioa after a long struggle, wo 
should not throw it rabsly away. New 
Westminster would be the capital of the 
union, and if wc lose our seat of governmed,. 
what fort of representatloo ,will.we, have, in 
the United Houce ? ' He woald'be sorr^ to 
seo the day wbon paid members wottid sit'.la 
the House ; we will lose our lepresentation 
when we have paid members, who will be 
mere politicians and only strive to got their 
paltry piltnnco. Tbair pay would e.vceed a 
Covernor's salary of X:5, 00(1. lion, member? 



union, he thought that an arrangement might 
be efTected by which our local teveinics 
might be collected as we wished.

— No ; it v.'ould be like the 
free cities of norliicrn Germany ; why should 
we tax our manufacturers and our farmers 
and thus utfer a preniinui to onr American 
neighbors and to the p.uiper labor ot Kngland 
li) run our manufacturers out of the market f 
Ate our taxes equitanly imposed when wo 
lay taxes on every poor laborer sempstress 
and washerwoman, all for the banetit of a 
few traders on Whart streeU .JThejjlarcest 
number of people ^'iir to^n^jic^beaefiuby 
our free port pay no taxes, and'^e cannot 
i^et at them by our system of taxation ; he 
was, iherefo^ojt'itf favor of o BpaqifiDtduty. on 
certain goods and thus lighten the taxes of 
a great portion of our overbardcned' popu- 
lation; He would ask who bad paid the ten 
per conl. levied on goods imported into 
British Columbia ! the people of Vancouver 
Inland, ho thought, had paid the greater part 
(if it, altliou;;h ostensibly the goods wera 
received here duty free. Ho argued on 
the {greater advantages to a country rrom 
ihu agricultural [lursuits of a people than 
fruin trade, ill ucliia! wealth and pros- 
perity. He advanced the example of New- 
tbundlarid as a proof of what Victoria might 
have been had tlio capiuil iuvusted iu trade 
and locked up in town lots been invested in 
dcvelsjiirig our unrivalled lisherics. Ho re- 
iterated llio necessity of urging on tho Duko 
of Newcastle llio imporlaiice of sending lo j 
these colonie.s a man of administrulive 
talent, nnd that we should not be restrained 
by considerations of salary from obtaining 
sueli a governor.

It was not what were the 
re<iiiiruinffnts ol the few traders on Wharf 
and Store streets; wo inu,st leave tho pros- 
eul ; wo nev(?r can reach any po.'iilion of im 
purtanco while we only think ol the present 
inouieiit ; '' great ideas" were the true ones 
to holil iu rcgar l lo this question. If tho 
colonios arc united eliiciency and oconoiiiy 
in iIjC goveriiineiit aro the great objects we 
ought to strive lo attain. It was important 
lo obtain a governor of adminislralive talent, 
and he would not limit the salary of an able 
governor. He would wish to show that we 
were disposed to assist the policy of Kng- 
land of strenglheuing and consolidating Iho 
colonies and placing then) under men of 
ability. Ho bad come to this colony to make 
a permanent home ; it was known that;be:bad 
oomo with a large lamily and not merely to 
make money and leave as soon as that was 
accomnlishod. He thought tbe day was not 
far distant when we would be linked in one 
bond of union with fJanada and all the East- 
ern ^rovillce.^, and by and byo we would be 
able to read the speeches in the House of 
Coniinons at our breakfast tables in \''ictDria. 
He lliought that the ultimate greatness of ! 
these coloiiicJ had been ably and fully dj- 
monstrateil by the hon. inomber lor 'S'ictotia, 
(.Mr. DeCosmos), that British Columbia 
was capablj ol nustairiiiig as largo a 
piipulaliou as Northern I'.iirope. Taking all 
the liasterii colonies he thought that wo had 
mora cultiv.itable land acre for acre than all 
these combined, nnd could proilueo us many 
bushels as any part of lirilish Norlh Ameri- 
ca ; wo can produce better wheat, better 
barley— the only thing In which they can 
beat us is iu oats. Ho thooght lhat an im- 
post derived from commerce is not incompa- 
tible with our frea port and said that such 
imposts wore laid on imports in tho free 
cities of Qermany as would crush Iho city ol 
Victoria. If five or ton pee', cent- Were ex- 
acted from everything enteriDg Victoria it 
wonld not interfere with our free port. Ho 
asserts that no buiiioesi in this town received 
one dollar of benefit from onr free port. He 
could buy English goods in San Francisco 
both wholesale and retail cheaper than he 
could here. Would any sentloman wish our 
city to be liko ihn free portof; Singapore 1 a 
hasp of barren rocks whogs traders had no 
country to improve ! 

Dr. Helmckon— Singapore is anything hut 
a heap of barren rocks ; I have boon there. 

Mr. Pidwell— It did not matter j their po- 
sition was not like onrs, they, depepdad 
wholly oa Ibelt froe port. In the evaat of a
